week has been making a speech 
tour of Monterey Bay cities, in 
conjuction with the work of Pub- 
lic Schools Week. 

Tomorrow, -Saturday, Mr. 
Werner will journey to San 
Francisco to .speak over N. B. 
C.’s Red Network on the subject, 
“The Place of Education in 
National Defense.” 

Under the auspices of the 
Kiwanis Club, Mr. Werner spoke 
to Pacific Grove audiences on 
Wednesday morning and eve- 
ning, making a quick trip to 
Watsonville during the noon hour 
to. talk on the subject, “Public 
Education and What It Means to 
the Community.”

The playwright has taken a pass- 
age from Luke relating to the 
Passover pilgrimage to Jerusa- 
lem by the boy and his family 
to chronicle the journey. 

In the hills, the pilgrims are 
accosted by the robber-prophet, 
Ishmael, who inimediately recog- 
nizes Jesus as the awaited 
Messiah, and leads him. safely 
past Herod’s guards, stationed at 
the gates of Jerusalem for the 
purpose of seizing anyone whom 
they suspect to be the Messiah. 
In the city, Jesus confides in the 
priests, and demonstrates to them 
His wisdom and understanding. 
Herod, outraged, orders thé per- 
secution of all Jews, believing 
that they will rebel and that from 
their resisting ranks a leader will 
rise who will become the 
Messiah. He will be slaughtered 
by Herod. 

After the magnificent boy-and- 
mother scene at the climax, the 
play ends, with Jesus exhorting 
to his persecuted kinsmen to 
have faith. It is then that they 
recognize Him as their leader. 

The play has succumbed to 
the true test of all plays—its 
acceptance or rejection by the 
critics—and -has gained their 
hearty approval. As one, H. IL 
Phillips (New York Sun) 
recently said: “It is one of the 
few plays so worthy of public 
attention.” Its author, Maxwell 
Anderson, is famous for many 
plays, having recently won the 
Pulitzer prize for his outstanding 
effort, “Both. Your - Houses.” 
“Journey to Jerusalem was 
staged by Elmer Rice, who is 
responsible for the successful 
production of several very fine 
plays, including the dramatic 
“Street Scene,” and the more 
recent, “Two on an Island.”

Sadly enough, 
this verse might well apply to 
Greece today, for once again the 
land of Bacchus and the other 
Gods, the land of Homer and 
Aesop, has fallen under an 
invader’s heel. The top df the 
Acropolis is adorned with a 
swastika flag which symbolizes 
Hitler’s domination of the four- 
teenth country since the war 
began in 1939. 

The streets of Athens might be 
mistaken at first glance for the 
streets of Paris, for the entire 
atmosphere in Athens today is 
one of. gloom mingled with 
restrained anxiety, as to what the 
future holds. 

The Greeks, who but a few 
short weeks ago were permitted 
their assemblies and group con- 
versations, are now forbidden to 
be on the streets after dark with- 
out a special pass, or to hold a 
meeting, or to assemble in any 
other manner. Like the inhabi- 
tants of most other conquered 
contries the Greeks would like 
to speak their minds on the Ger- 
man occupation, but they know 
better than to do such a thing. 
They know, too, that Adolf Hitler 
isn’t the first man to have his 
armies conquer Greece. The con- 
querors of the Greeks through- 
out history have entered the 
Grecian peninsula by war, and 
by the same token have all been 
riven out. 

All Greece realizes that her 
regaining of freedom rests on 
an ultimate British victory and 


| that she must aid Britain in every 


way possible. Of course, now 


| that the homeland is under Nazi 


domination, there is little Greece 
can do except to give Britain her 
mercantile fleet and any other 
ships which she may have at 
her disposal. She did just. this 
last week, and by giving to the 
British a large number of. valu- 
able ships, succeeding in help- 
ing the British in a place where 
they needed help most.

by taking the 120-yard high hur- 
dles in addition to a splendid vic- 
tory in the 220-yard low hurdles. 
Right on Macaulay’s heels in 
both events was Bill Junkans, 
who is the other half of the one- 
two combination when it comes 
to hurdling. Curt. Sykes was a 
close second in the century and 
furlong behind Davis. 

In spite of a sore ankle, Ray 
Bergesen cleared the bar at 12 
feet, six inches to win the pole 
vault. Reliable Frank Freeman 
and Marshall Boughton came 
through in fine fashion by hang- 
ing up victories in their respec- 
tive fields, Freeman soaring 22 
feet, nine inches from the take- 
off board in the broad jump pit, 
and Boughton beating out San 
Mateo’s Breslin in the mile. 

The Panther track squad will 
journey to Berkeley this week- 
end to compete in the P. A. A. 
meet at Edwards Field. The 
meet, which is scheduled for 2 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, will 
provide good competition for the 
team which is preparing for the 
“A” Conference meet at Sacra- 
mento, May 10. 

Davis is in fine shape and may 
turn in some good times although 
the track is not an exceptionally 
fast one. He will run against Bob 
Waters, the sensational Stanford 
freshman, who may force Davis 
to run “all out” for the first 
time this year in jaysee compe- 
tition. He will also be pushed by 
his teammate, Curt Sykes, who 
ran, the 100 in 9.7 and the 220 in 
21.6. 

This meet will be the toughest 
kind of competition that the 
Salinas track squad has been pit- 
ted against all season and will 
prove to be the “acid test” for 
every man.

Whether they be victories or 
defeats, past meets are soon for- 
gotten in the excitement of prep- 
aration for future engagements. 
The Panthers are no exception 
to this rule, as they erase from 
their minds all fond recollections 
of their overwhelming victory 
over the San Mateo Cindermen 
last Satur@k&y, in an effort to 
get into top condition for their 
coming test in the annual P. A. 
A. meet to be held at Edwards 
Field in Berkeley, tomorrow aft- 
ernoon, According to last week’s 
times, the Panthers will have 
little difficulty in winning the 
100, 220, and the hurdles. 

The Panthers have had some 
good competition this year, but 
none can compare with what 
what they will have when they 
match times and distances which 
the star performers from such 
teams as California, Stanford, 
U. S.'C., and the Olympic Club 
put out. No matter what the 
other fans and contenders may 
think or say about the meet, to 
the Panthers it will be a series 
of individual contests between 
members of the Panther squad 
and some of the best tracksters 
in the country. Sykes against 
Jurkovitch in. the 100, and 
220, and Freeman against 
Jurkovitch in the broad jump 
will draw great interest as far 
as the Panther rooters are con- 
cerned, The boys will have some 
tough competition, in fact, just 
about the best there is, but we 
feel sure that they will come 
through with a showing worthy 
of the Maroon and Gold. 

Some of you may be wonder- 
ing at the rather slow times 
made at the San Mateo meet last 
Saturday. Did any of you try to 
run, early on a foggy morning, 
with no crowd or other moral 
support from the sidelines? This 
is the condition which confronted 
the Salinas tracksters last week 
on the northern track, something 
like trying to eat a ham sand- 
wich just after getting up from 
a big barbecue. It just won’t 
work ; 

Doug Flautt, Panther quarter- 
miler, who ran third last Satur- 
day, ironed out his difficulty last 
Monday afternoon, and ran the 
distance with ease in 50.4, which 
was a full half second under the 
winning time at Saturday’s meet. 

A look at the baseball score 
book reveals that the Panther 
sluggers have lost only four 
games out of 15 which they have 
played. The Panthers have man- 
aged to pile up 121 runs in their 
15 games, allowing their various 
opponents to score but 58 times. 
The sluggers have been up te 
bat 428 times and have managed 
to make. 139 hits, an average of 
308. That gives them an average 
of 28.5 times at bat per game and 
an average of 9.26 hits per game. 
Of these 9.26 hits per game they 
have managed to bring in 8.06 
of them in the form of runs, or 
just about 89 per cent of them. 
Not bad at all; in fact, good. 
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
